City Hall Circus 


The special council meeting on Monday 
aight was called for the purpose of giving 
cool and calm consideration- to a proposi- 
tion from the First New Amsterdam Cor- 

tion of New York details of which had 
in the hands of mayor and aldermen 
for more than a week, 

It is a pity, then, that the transaction 
of this business, which required no more 
than a plain “yes” or “no” from the council 
was permitted to degenerate into a three- 

circus in which were featured: 

(a) Submission of a brief from Law- 
yer Stan Ross representing certain clients 
whom he was not even asked to identify. 

(b) An impassioned oration from Mr. 
%. E. Detwiler who, apparently, lost his 
temper, after enduring numerous delays 
and stalls, and said things for which he 
afterwards apologized. 

So far as Mr. Ross’ brief is concerned, 
council had no business to listen to it and, 
ff Mayor Parsons had retained proper 
control of the meeting, council would not 
have listened to it. 

It is bad enough that civic affairs are 
interrupted at almost every council meet- 
ing by delegations from this and that who 
should pour out their troubles to com- 
mittees and not to the full legislative as- 
sembly of council, 

But it is appreciably worse that such 
vital public business as this should be held 
up by the submissions of.a barrister, act- 
ing on behalf of clients he does not even 
choose to name. 

As Mr. Ross knows, he would not get 
away with that sort of thing in a court 


of law. And if Mayor Parsons had been 
on the job, he would not have got away 
with it before council, whose meetings are 
presumably conducted acvording to the 
ordinary rules of procedure, 

So far as Mr, Detwiler’s lapse is con- 
cerned, the merits of the 1 peice he has 
proposed will not or should not be deter- 
mined by Mr. Detwiler’s personality. 

And Mr, Detwiler should remember 
that however obvious may be the advane 
tages of the proposal he has made, Ed- 
monton and Edmonton people reserve the 
right to consider it in our own Canadian 
way. y 
There is to be another council meeting 
soon to do what should have been done on 
Monday night. 

Edmonton profoundly hopes that this 
second meeting will not resolve itself into 
an orgy of hysteria, 

All this meeting has to do it to reject 
or accept the proposal submitted by Mr. 
Detwiler, 

It is not a public hearing*and should 
receive no delegations, known or un- 
identified. 

An opportunity for a public hearing 
will occur when the matter goes before 
the Board of Public Utilities Com- 
missioners, There will be a chance, there, 
for everybody to be heard. 

All that is expected from council is 
not what several citizens who attended on 
Monday night called “entertainment”, 
but a cool and orderly consideration of 
a vital public matter and a.plain and un- 
equivocal “yes” or no”, 


Public Is Kept In the Dark 


There is a complaint from the city 
engineer’s department that the green 
arrow turn signal at 101 street and 104 
avenue is not working well because 
motorists do not understand it. 

The obvious cure for that is to put up 
notices big enough and plain enough 80 
that motorists cannot fail to understand 
it. 

But the city seems to have the notion 
that these innovations can be tried out 
without taking the public into its 
confidence. 

Exactly the same thing is true of bus 
routes and the identification of buses. 

Hours of precious time are wasted 
every day while patient drivers explain to 


Flagrant Waste of 


The police department's custom of 
forbidding the use of parking stalls 
flanked by meters that are out of order is 
a flagrant waste of parking space and 
should be stopped. 

As everyone knows, every inch of 
parking area is ata premium every working 
day in every part of the downtown 
district. 

And every day two or three or four of 
the parking meter devices get out of order, 
as any machinery is likely to do in exces- 
sively warm or excessively cold weather. 

When motorists, having been lucky 
enough to find a parking stall, discover 
that the meter won't work, they are told 
by police constables to move on to another 
spot because if the meter won’t work the 


passengers exactly where the bus travels 
and by what route. 

It would be so simple to have each bus 
identified by a large number on the front, 
visible at least a block away, and then 
have permanent signs at every bus stop 
explaining in detail the exact routes fol- 
lowed by the buses bearing those numbers. 

Present identification marks on buses 
mean nothing. 

The number 7 bus is still marked 
“Special” although it follows an 
established route. 

It is impossible to secure public co- 
operation for these services so long as the 
public is kept in the dark,

Punishment 

Editor, Bulletin—It is hard to 
see how anyone who has thought 
about the matter can imply that 
those who uphold the abolition of 
capital punishment are making 
heros out of the criminal. 

Nor is it a question of mercy. It 
is a matter of finding the most 


effective way of lowering the 
murder rate and eliminating 
crime, 


The ‘abolitionists’, of which I 
am one, believe that this can be 
done with the same careful study 
and scientific approach which 
resulted in the conquering of 
such diseases as smallpox and 
diphtheria and which may pro- 
vide the cure for cancer. 

Society does not regard the vic- 
tims of physical or mental illness 
as heros but society knows that 
the cure cannot be found by exe- 
cuting the patient. Rather, the 
attitude is that, however small 
his chances, the patient should 
be kept alive if for no other rea- 
son than to discover what made 
him succumb, to trace the disease 
to its source and to keep others 
from following in his wake. Crime 
or disease occur where an indi- 
vidual has weakened before the 
burden of his environment, has 
failed to adjust himself to the 
forces about him. They are cured, 
not by methods of punishment, 
but by painstaking research and 
scientific treatment 

The countries and the states 
below the border which have 
abolished the death penalty have 
not found any incregse in their 
murder rate; in some cases it has 
actually declined. The idea that 
capital punishment can prevent 
murder is as ridiculous as to say 


With all due respect to Mr. 
Truman as President of the 
United States, I can hardly be- 
lieve that he expects any citizen 
of any other country in the world 
to agree with him. 

It is very unfortunate that 
leaders of nations can not see 
that extreme nationalism is even 
verse than Communism dictator- 
ships and greedy capitalism, and 
the main obstacle in the comple- 
tion of the United Nations World 
Government which is the only 
salvation for the human race.

Editor, Bulletin—There is one 
Point I would like to make in 
this flag controversy; I address 
it to those who would like to see 
the Union Jack erased from the 
Canadian flag. 

It is simply this: that but for 
Britain, Canada in its present 
form would ‘not exist. There 
would be no Toronto, no Winni- 
peg, so Saskatchewan or Alberta 
or Manitoba, no British Colum- 
bia. The northern half of this 
continent would be a French col- 
ony. It might, of course, be an 
excellent place to live, but that is 
beside the point. Whatever it 
was, it would not be Canada as 
we know it today. 

It is hardly likely, in these cir- 
cumstances, that the freedom- 
seeking people of Europe would 
have ventured here. I cannot 
visualize Germans and Hungar- 
jans, Slavs and Norwegians and 
Swedes seeking these shores if a 
French government held sway, 
Whatever their other virtues, the 
French have never been a great 
colonizing people, as witness 
their history in Madagascar and 
Indo-China and North Africa, It 
was because this country was a 
British colony that people swarm- 
ed to .it from Central Europe in 
the nineteenth and early twen- 
tieth centuries, 

When therefore a _ native-son 
finds the Union Jack irksome 
and seeks to rid this country of 
its British connection, let him re- 
flect that but for the Mother 
Country he, in ali probability, 
would not be here.

Canasta 


By OSWALD JACOBY 

After you have played Canasta 
a few times, you understand the 
importance and the value of keep- 
ing a large number of cards in 
your hand. This is particularly im- 
portant when you are trying to 
pick up a frozen discard pile. 

For example, suppose you have 
20 cards in your hand. It might be 
fairly simple for you to hold eight 
pairs and four odd cards, Since 
there are only 11 denominations 
altogether (aces, kings, queens, 
5 down to fours), you are a 
Imavy favorite to get the pack 
quickly when you hold as many 
@s eight different pairs. Your op- 
ponent can discard safely only 
from three denominations; and the 
odds are that he either will not 
hold enough safe cards or will not 
know which cards are safe. 

Now consider the other extreme 
You hold only three cards in your 
hand. At most you can have but 
one pair, and you may not have 
even that. It is almost impossible 
for you to get the pack since even 
if you are lucky enough to have a 
pair, the opponent at your right is 
not likely to hit upon that particu- 
lar denomination to discard. 


WK ON 

The advantage of holding many 
cards applies also when you are 
trying to find a safe discard. With 
2¢ cards in your hand, you are 
bound to have a wide choice. As- 
suming that you know what is safe, 
you will probably be in a position 
to throw a safe card. With only 
three cards in your hand, you may 
be helpless even though you are 
quite sure which cards are safe 


and which are unsafe, You may 
hold only dangerous cards, and 
you will be compelled to throw 


one of them,

From Sarcee 


We were talking about the early 
bands of Indians of Alberta last 
time and discussed the oldest tribe 
—the Sarcees. Today we shall give 
some descriptions of them by early 
travellers 

In the summer of 1857, Captain 
Palliser described his meeting with 
the Sarcees: “We were visited by 
a body of about 70 of the Sarcee 
tribe,” he tvrote, “headed by the 
chiefs richly attired in dresses, 
ornamented with porcupine quills 
and trimmed with ermine, We in- 
vited them to sit down and smoke.” 


STAYED OVERNIGHT 

He went on to tel! how the chiefs 
were pleased with the white men 
and remained in camp the night 

Dr. John McDougall, one of the 
pioneer missionaries in Alberta, 
once described his first meeting 
with Bull's Head, last warrior chief 
of the Sarcees. In 1872, the Rev- 
erend Doctor was travelling across 
the country between Edmonton and 
Calgary with «a small party of 
half breeds when they were sud- 
denly met by a body of Sarcee 
warriors 
LED BY BULL’S HEAD 

The group was fully armed and 
led by Bull's Head, a strong, fierce- 
looking warrior. The missionary 
saw no way of escape, 80 he brave- 
ly walked toward the war party 
until] he stood before Bull's Head 

“The Great Spirit, our common 
Father, must have directed my 
path to you,” exclaimed the fear- 
less minister, “for we are out of 
supplies.” 

The chief merely grunted, made 
a few enquiries, and received the 
group into his encampment, None 
of the band was i ijured, but all 
were treated as prisoners. They 
goon learned the Srpcees were on 
the warpath, !n search of their 
hated enemies, the Crees, 
ESCAPE SUCCESSFUL 

After a few days, Bull's Head 
entered the district of the Crees.
